Fu rthermore, the total new m a­ 
terial of other ty p es amou nts to 
only 20 p er cent of the cost of 
the entire job. 
Howev er, this Eastern States 


p lant will p rodu ce in 12 months 
enou gh bu tadiene to make 2,000,- 
000 tires, p lu s Ingredient* for sev ­ 
eral thou sand tons of high octane 
gasoline p er day . 
Also, becau se It was not neces­ 
sary to bu ild new walls, roofs, 
equ ip ment, this conv erted refin­ 
ery will p rodu ce bu tadiene at a 
cost equ iv alent to a little ov er $1 
p er tire, based on the inv estment. 
Big Planta Coet More. 
In contrast, the big new refin­ 
ery bu ilt u nder the Jesse Jones 
p lan at Lake Charles. La., will 
make bu tadiene for 9 ,000,000 tires 
bu t at the rat# of $8 p er tire on 
the inv estment.
